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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: The arguments presented by the Applicant are not 
persuasive. Applicant's argument that Akeel teaches disposing excess paint at discharge station and not via discharge station is not 
persuasive since Akeel (fig. 3, col 6, line 1 1 ) teaches discharging excess paint at second pig station via a valve 142 located at the second 
pig station. Applicant's argument that Akeel does not disclose a pig station is not found persuasive since the primary reference Ott 
discloses the pig stations as claimed and Akeel was cited merely to show incorporation of disposing of residual paint at a second pig station 
(the paint supply end of the 140 of the paint line 1 38 is considered as a second pig station by the examiner). Applicant does not specifically 
define a pig station in the specification or claims as being necessarily capable of temporarily storing the pigs. 
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
